-Toere are many other Inftances wherein Fofep/ts 


heicher agrees with the Hebrew nor LXX Ccl- 
lected by Dr. Hides in his Differtation upon the 
Chronology of Fofephus prefixed to Leftrange’s Eng- 
lith Tranflation of that Author's Works. The 
Reafon of this Difference is partly that the Co- 
pies of Fofepins have been in feveral Places Al:ered 
and Corrupted, as is plain from the Quosations of 
the Farhers out of him in many Inftances differing 
from the Readings of the Prefent Copies of his 
Works. And partly that Fo/ephus did in the Com- 
piling of his Hiftory fometimes actually recede from 
the Hebyew and Septuagint, where he {aw good 
Reafon for it, as it is probable he did in this par- 


ticular Place becaule Theodoree and Pricopius 


their Notes upon 1 Kings 9. 37. agree with Fo- 


-fephus againft the Hebrew and the L-XX that Solomon 


Reigned 80 Years. Every one knows thar the 


Copies both of the Hebrew and LXX had been 


Corrupted, and that there were various Readings 
of both even in thofe Primitive Times.

ons of the Mind havethar Effect upon the Mumo 
of the Body, as to caute this Drynefs and cont: 
quently Grey Hairs more fuddenly ? But in what 
manner the Paffions of the Mind work this effect 
cannot be Satistactorily explained. However tince 
the crue ultimate Caufes of all che Surprifing effects 
of this kind have not by any {carches of human 
Realon been yer found ous in any one Inftance of 
them, we fhajl not with fome rafhly reject fuch 
Accounts as Fabulous (for “who can tell what ef- 
fects unknown Caufes may produce:) But hall 
place them in the Clafs of the unaccountable Phe- 
nomena of Nature.

A. Vne Quer:ft we hope will pardon us for not 
infercing his whole Leer, which was three Pages 
of a Sheer clofe writ. In the rwo laft of which he 
labours to convince us of a Miftake in Numi, 3. 
Vol. 3. where we make the Product of 74 by 6! 
to be 46. witch indeed ought to have been 47+ ; 
bur whether this miftake was ours get the Printers 
we cannot now tell; any one mighr fee it ought 
to be impu'ed to haft and not to our Ignorance. 
But we ftill infift upan our Affertion that it is pal- 
pable Nonfenfe to multiply one Sum of Money by 
another. © For Multiplication in its felf is nothing 
elfe but a manifold Addition ; but becaule Geame- 
rors make ule of the Phrafe of multiplying a Line 
by a Line, or a Line by a Superficies, rhofe that 
are ignorant of their Principles and of the Analogy 
between Arithmetick and Geomerry, think they 
may ufc the fame Liberty of giving an extrinfick 
Denomination to both the Factors in any other In- 
ftance, as particularly of multiplying 5 Shillings by 
5 Shillings, or 5 Trees or Stones by 5 other frees 
or Stones, which at firft view is Nonfenfe in 
Terms and impoffible in Nature. What encour- 
ages them in this miftake is that they find the Pro. 
duct in {uch Multiplications to be the fame as if 
they had worked with abftradted numbers; where- 
as in this Cafe the Product ought not to be confi- 
dered as an abftracted Number of Unites, but as 
the Generation of a new Species of Quantity : for 
as the Multiplication of a Line by a Line is the 
Generation of a Superficies, or of a Superficies by 
a Line is the Generation of a Solid, fo fhou’d the 
- Multiplication of a Solid by a Solid be in like 
tnanner the Generation of a new Quantity, of 
which we can have no Conception. Burt if the 
Querift thinks himfelf more accute, let him thew 
us fow much Money or what Species of Quantity 
is produced by the Multiplication of one Shilling by 
one Shilling. For a Line of a Foot Length by a- 
nother of the fame Dimenfion produces a Superfi- 
cies, which will be a-Foot Square; and likewife 
a Line of a Foot Length by a Superticies of Foot 


Square produces a Cubical Foot ; bur Gecniez:y 
goes no further, nor has Natire any more than, 
three Species of Quantity, a Line, a Superficies 
anda Solid: And as for a Biquadrate, Surdefolid, 
Bicube and all the other Powers of Numbers, they 
are only Terms analopically wicd and applied by 
Algebrifis, bute have no Geometrical Quantities 
an{wering to them, for they denote no local Exe 


-tenfion, and therefore can be no Objection to what 


we afferr, The Mathematical Reader will f{carce 
pardon us in this Prolixity upon fo plain a Subjed. 
But we do it to prevenr our being troubled fo of- 
ten as we afe with the abfurd Queftion of Multi- 
plying one Sum of Money by another. And if our 
vulgar Keaders are not fatished with our Authority 
upon this Point, let them read Pag. 67 and 68th of 
Dr. Arivnmetica numercf{a where
